May Colonize Alaska 


Movement to This Effect by U.S. 
Dspartment of Interior

Hereafter, every person convicted 
of selling narcotics will not only be 
imprisoned. or deported for a long 
period, but all his property will be 
confiscated and the offender deprived 
of citizenship.

They will be quar- 
antined in special anti-narcotic instl- 
tutions at hard labor and released only 
upon a ceriificate from a physician.

Pasteurization 
Of Cream 


The Only Sure Method of Controlling 
Fermentation in Butter-making 
The keepink quality of butter de- 

pends very largely upon the fermen- 
tations that take place not only dur 
ing the ripening of the cream but in 
the butter afterwards, Milk and 
cream are subject to many types-of 
fermenting agencies and If allowed to 
take their natural, course, devélop all 
manner of flavors In the finished pro- 
duct By pasteurization the molds, 
yeasts and bacteria contained in dairy 
products are brought under’ control. 
In order to make a study of this ques 
(fon the dairy branch of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, during the past 
summer, carried on research, using 
samples of butter collected from fac- 
tories in several of the provinces of 
Canada. Many of these samples 
showed almost numberless bacteria 
hundreds of molds and thousands of 
yeasts to the cubic centimetre. 
came from creamerics where pas- 
teurization had not been. practised. On 
the other hand, samples were received 
that contained exceedingly small 
counts of these agencies, indicating 
excellent. workmanship and very sat- 
isfactory sanitary conditions. 

By treating the cream to pasteur- 
ization for ten minutes at 180. degrees 
Fahrenheit, all of these molds and 
practically all of the bacteria are made 
dormant, ¥ollowing this process 
care has to be taken to see that the 
vats, churns, pipes and pumps with 
which the cream comes in contact, are 
kept in a thoroughly sanitary condi- 
tion, Even parchment paper liners 
are able to carry infection to the but- 
ter unleas they are properly treated in 
formalin dnd boiled. The making of 
good -butter that has long keeping 
qualities, it was found, depended upon 
thorough pasteurization of the cream 
and the thorough scalding.and cleans- 
ing ‘of vats; churns and other equip- 
tment with which the butter or-ecream 
comes in contact.

Contents of Cobalt Ore 


A number of Valuable Metallic 
Substances Are Extracted 

To the uninitiated, ore-ts just ore. 
If it happens to contain bright specks 
at once the supposition is that it con- 
tains gold or islver. . To the metallur- 
gist, however, every species of ore 
presents its own special features, says 
the Natural Resources Intelitgence 
Service of tho Department of the In- 
terlor. In the case of Cobalt ores 
from the Gobalt district of Northern 
Ontario, when this field was first de- 
veloped, the silver was looked upon 
as the only content worth developinig. 
Cobalt ore, however, provides a num- 
ber of metallic substances, each of 
which is very valuable in its. own spe- 
clal field, From the ores of the Co- 
balt fleld {is extracted arsenic, silver, 
copper, cobalt, cobalt oxide, and cobalt 
éalts, with a small iron content. ‘The 
demand for arsenic for the protection 
of. the cotton erop of the’ southern 
states intensified the production of 
this insecticlde. Formerly ‘arsenic 
was recognizod as a nuisance in any 
ores of which it formed part, Cobalt 
oxide is used as an alloy in the manu- 
facture of a  highgrade too! steel 
known as stellite.. Cobalt itself is the 
ingredient of many compounds which 
provide the beautiful blue colors in 
porcelains, pottery, glass, ete., and it 
is especially valuable in producing 
that pottery so dear to the heart of

Broadcast Weather Forecasts 
From Mountain in France 

The highest radio-telephonic station 
in the world has been opened at. the 
observatory on the Pic du Midi, some 
10,000 feet im altitude. The station 
uses a 350-meter wave length and has 
an antenna capacity of 800 watts. 

The installation was taken up the 
mountain in sections, the heavier 
parts on mule back and the delicate 
instruments by hand. 

In addition to assuring communica- 
tion between the observatory ne. 
neres, which has hitherto n pre- 
carious, owing to the breaking of 
wires by avalanches, the station will 
render immense service to agriculture 
by broadcasting weather forecasts. 

It is also expected that it will faci- 
litate the study of various radio pheno- 
mena including the “fading” of signals 
from distant stations.

‘At a recent pigeon race held in 
England, birds flew from Palace Yard, 
London, to the Black Country—an 
average distance of a hundred miles— 
in two and three-quarter hours.

There, 
were many flights by war carrier 
pigeons of extraordinary length and 
precision, and the 800-mile journey 
from Marseilles to England has been 
covered by a pigeon in a single day!
